THE REST OF IT 


The CeaclaBion of the Legislature's 


Work. 


Tbe following completes the list of 


the bills passed bj the 32d general 
assembly. It was in session five months, 
at an expense to tbe state of about 
$250,000 direct pay to its members, 
officers and employes. It had before it 
1,167 bills, of which 456 were intro- 
duced into the senate and 711 in the 
house. Tbe whole number passed is 
136, and of these 51 were appropriation 
bills, leaving 85 measures of a general 
nature, which must go on the statute- 
book, the governor being willing. An 
even 100 bills appropriating money 
were presented in the house. There 
were 16 relating to railroads, 13 OD in- 
surance, 23 on revenue, 16 on the sub- 
ject ef liquor license and the temper- 
ance question, 26 on roads and bridges, 
and 8 on the subject of sheep and dogs.

ficiency and productiveness of small, 
[n 1880 and for 1881 
we could have 


let our farrrs twice over. 
Every forty 


farms, or thereabouts, arc placed under 
the superintendence of a steward, who- 
is controlled directly by ourselves."

Small-Pox and Vaccination 


From the Boston Herald 


Whenever an epidemic ol small pox 


occurs there is instantly raised an out- 
cry against vaccination on the part of a 
number who cannot be made to believe 
that this discovery of Jenner is of any 
value, and who hold, on the contrary, 
that it is in itself very dangerous. Such 
a revolt has been raised in England, 
where small pox has again made its 
appearance 
In reply to these asser- 


tions, Professor William B 
Carpenter, 


a well known scientist, haa written a 
letter showing how thoroughly unsound 
is all objection of this kind. The cnt 
ics state that, in spite of compulsory 
vaccination, nearly 15,000 persons died 
of the disease each year in Great Brit- 


ain, 
during the small-pox epidemic of 


1870-72, but Professor Carpenter a=- 
serts that thia is a strong recommenda 
tion for vaccination, as the records show 
that in the epidemics before the day of 
Jenner's discovery, more 
than 
that 


number of people died annually from 
small pox in London alone, which then 
had a population of less than 1,000,000 
It was then estimated that 8 per cent 
of the annual mortality for a series of 
years was due to this disease, and that, 
of the enormous mortality among chil- 
dren under ten years of age, fully one- 
half was attributed to small pox

composed the late Readjustees state 
convention in Virginia. 
One of the 


correspondents who was on the ground 
writes of it as follows: 


In some respects the convention was 


a very noteworthy body of men. One 
of its delegations was composed partly 
of survivors of Stonewall Jackson's old 
division and partly of colored men who 
were slaves when their colleagues were 
fighting to perpetuate slavery. Another 
delegation was composed of survivors 
of Mahpne'a brigade and of colored 
men. 
Sitting side by side and voting 


for the same candidates, were maimed 
confederate veterans and veterans of 
the union army, a mingling of the blue 
and gray which meant much. 
The col- 


ored delegates were treated with the 
same consideration as were their white 
associates; and it was apparent that, so 
far as the anti-Bourbon party is con- 
cerned, the political color line has been 
obliterated. 


This evening the convention resolved 


itself into a sort of ratification meeting, 
which was addressed by the candidates 
nominated to-day, and by other promi- 
nent anti-Bourbon leaders. The speech- 
es were all good, and some of them 
were excellent. 
None of the speakers 


shirked any of the issues presented by 
the platform, and all took affirmative, 
radical ground on issues which south- 
ern Bourbons contest in some states 
with shot-guns and violence, and other 
stales with tissue ballots and false 
counting. The audience was very en- 
thusiastic, and every point made by 
the speakers was greeted with uproarious 
applause. The anti Bourbons of Vir- 
ginia are evidently in a mood to make 
a strong fight in the coming campaign.

A Large Farm. 


The wheat ranch of Dr. H. J. 


Glenn, in Colusa county, Cal., is 
perhaps the largest and best-known 
in the elate. 
The Chicago Irilwne 


says that on being asked why he 
raised 
nothing 
but 
wheat, 
Dr. 


Glenn replied: "It is the only crop 
that will bear transportation; it is 
the only crop not perishablp. 
I 


must not raise on my land what 
ruins me, but what is profitable." 


Dr. Glenn's ranch comprises about 


60,000 acres oi land, and the num- 
ber of acres in wheat each year ran- 
ges between 40,000 and" 50,000. 
Reckoning an average of from 20 to 
35 bushels to the acre, the aggre- 
gate crop each year amounts to 
something more than 
1,000,000 


bushels. 
This enormous amount of 


grain requires vast appliances for 
planting and bringing it to market; 
and the capital invested in machin- 
ery alone sums up a considerable 
fortune. 


During the harvest time there are 


employed on the entire ranch some 
500 men. Dr. Glenn is general-in 
chief of his force, and the ranch is 
divided, for convenience of opera- 
tions, into nine smaller ranches— 
each with dwelling house, barns, 
blacksmith shop, and other necessa- 
ry buildings. 
In charge of these 


are seven foremen, tpdfcr whom are 
sixteen blacksmiths, fourteen car- 
pent«rs, six engineers, six machin- 
ists, five commissaries, and numer- 
ous cooks and servants. 
The com- 


mon workmen are divided into 
gangs, and detailed where they are 
needed. There are 130 gang-plows, 
60 headers, to which belong 180 
wagons, 6 cleaners, 100 harrows, 18 
seeders, 6 threshers, and 6 engines. 
Besides, there are many smaller in- 
struments and vehicles, which can- 
not be classified. Co-operating with 
their human brethren in the great 
labor are 1,000 work-horses and 
mules, with a kinship of 1,000 
brood 
mares and younger stock 


which has not yet achieved the dig- 
nity of labor. 
There are 32 dwell- 


ing houses, 27 barns, 14 blacksmith 
shops, and other structure* sufficient 
to fe\vell the aggregate to 100. The 
machinery could not be replaced for 
$12.3,000^ the work-horse* aud rmilts 
_.. 
woith 
$110,000; the brood 


mares aud young stock, ib75,000; 
and die buildings on the place aie 
woith $100,000

Houser, Robert Heflernan and Charles 
Beauchamp 
The robbers were captured, 


but in jailing them it will be remembered 
that Marshal Baker injured h mself m a 


rand tumble 
down an embankment 


Seauchamp was sent to Johet at the last 
Decembe" term of court, but 
Heffernan 


and Houser got a con'inuance uo il the 
present term Dame1 came here expressly

Smith in court on jesterday morning

Wabash passenger train No 5 for a south 
bound Midland or P , D & E

At a'l events, he got aboard the Wabash 
>assenger and when it had urrved at the 
>omt above described he appe »red on the 
)latforin of one of the e.oache°, and while 
be train was going at a lively rate of 
ipecd he attempted.' to jump off "Eye 
witnesses at the coroner's inquest held at 
? Pearl's undertaking establishment, tea 
ified that they saw Daniel on the plat 
form, and saw him try to get off on the 
south side of the tram 
After he alighted 


on the ground he clung to the rail ng of 
the platform and was carried along w th 
the train 
His right foot was swLngunder 


the train, and as it was c-ushed by the 
wheels the doomed man let go his hold on 
the railing and his head struck against 
a projecting t c with such force as to 
batter and dent it in a frightful manner 
John Hudson, the eng neer at D S She! 
labarger & Co 's mill, who was standing 
100 yards distant and witnessed Jie acci 
dent, was the first man t) reach the spot 
where Daniel fell and where he died in 
less than ten minutes after the train paas 
ed 
Hudson swore that the tri n at the 


time was running at the rate of about 15
